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PEDIGREE CORRECTION RECEIVED WITH CONNECTION TO 
FIRST REICH GERMANY 
by David Armstrong, Asst. Editor 


Information has been received by HCPD from Mr. Ralph 
Sayre of Buckhannon, WV, regarding an error on a pedigree 
chart submitted by Mr. Sayre and published by our society. 
The correction information provides descendants with a 
connection to the old German First Reich. 

"I erred on a five generation chart submitted to you in 
(the 1980's), giving ancestors of my great-great grandfather 


Solomon Sayre," said Ralph Sayre. "I gave the parents of 
Catherine (Danner) Fast as Jacob and Elizabeth (Coechtel) 
Danner." The information provided by Mr. Sayre would show 


that Catherine became the wife of one Nicholas Fast. 

Since submitted the pedigree, Mr. Sayre has received 
information that the actual parents of Catherine (Danner) 
Fast were Johann Bernhard and Anna Katharina (Pfuster) 
Doerner of Ilbesheim, near Landau, Germany. 

Information provided by Mr. Sayre in support of the 
correction came from various sources, some published and 
some not. The brief items given below should be enough to 
prove the parentage of Catherine (Danner) Fast. 

An article by Friederich Krebs entitled "Pennsylvania 
Dutch Pioneers" and published in THE DUTCHMAN Vol 7 page 38, 
1956, deals among other things with the parentage of Mrs. 
Fast. Quoting material in the State Archives of Speyer, 
Germany, this article shows Maria Catharine Doerner, 
daughter of Bernhard Doerner, citizen and master shoemaker 
of Ilbesheim, and his wife Catharina Pfuster "who was 
married to Niclaus Fass and is in the new land." 

Another article, entitled "Nicklas was not a Faust" by 
R. G. Fast, quotes wills in Germany to show the parentage of 
Catherine (Danner) Fast,. The will of Bernhard Doerner 
("Dorrner") dated 8 Octaober 1771 shows as the third child 
"Catherine, (who) married a Niclaus Fass and emigrated about 
25 years ago to North America." Also quoted in Mr. Fast's 
article is the German will of Maria Catherine Back, sister 
of Mrs. Bernhard Doerner, showing Catherine, wife of 
Nicholas Fass in America as one of the Doerner children. 

When submitting the correction to the HCPD, Mr. Sayre 


stated, "Genealogy is not easy or something to be taken 

lightly. It is often almost unavoidable to accept erroneous 
data as fact. (This material deals with) ancestors of many 
Hacker's Creek Pioneer Descendants, and I hope that someone 


will work this (correction) into an upcoming issue of the 
Journal."

WITNESSES TO OLD DOCUMENTS ARE IMPORTANT! 


Note: Previously published in Big Horn Gen. Society and 
Davis Co, (State?) Newsletter and submitted by a member. 


Maiden names can be found among the focal property 
records and archives. DEEDS -- In the lower left corner of 
most deeds, you will find the signatures of two to four 
witnesses. The first one is always from the wife's side. 
This is to protect her one third dower right under the Jaw. 
Nothing you will ever use will give you a greater clue to 
maiden names than the witnesses on these old time deeds. 
MORTGAGES -- In the 1800's it was a traditional when the 
daughter got married, as part of her dowry, for her father 
to either cover the loan or carry the note for his son-in- 
law. So, if you are working Nova Scotia or New York in 1840 
and you know his name and he is married to Anne Marie, but 
you do not know her maiden name, find out who they were 
making payments to, because 70% of the time it will be her 


father!

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CAPTAIN O'FERRELL OF ROCK CAVE

Captain Lewis O'Ferrel!l (Ferrell) was born and reared 
in Dublin, Ireland. He came to America with two brothers, 
Martin and James, when sixteen years of age. 

Captain Ferrell and his brother James settled in 
Albermarle County, Virginia. Martin went somewhere in Texas 
and they lost track of him. 

Captain Lewis Ferrell moved to what is now West 
Virginia with his family in 1842 and, for a time, lived in 
Sago, Upshur County. They then moved to Rock Cave on what 
is now known as the Martin Rice farm and on which is located 
the Vernon Bennett residence. 

Lewis Wello Ferrell married Martha Jane Loving, 
daughter of Randolph Loving, in Charlottesville, Albermarle 
County, Virginia, in 1818. To this union were born twelve 
children. Sons were: Overton; Garland b 1825/Albermarle 
County, died 1862 killed by bushwackers in the wilderness of 
Gauley River; Mortimer; Lewis; Skidmore; and Robert Carson 
born 3 March 1833 married Louise Young, 28 October 1858 and 
lived near Cleveland in Webster Gounty, West Virginia. 
Daughters were: Charlotte; Martha d.; Ann; Cornelia; Susan; 
and, Mary, b 16 April 1841 Albemarle County, Virginia, 
married William Henry McClain, 1 January 1868 and died 25 
February 1903 in Lewis County with burial in Chestnut Flat 
Cemetery. 

Captain Ferrell's second wife was Lucy Carter of 
Albermarle County. By this wife there were five children; 
only two lived to be grown and married. Lizzie married 
Charles Bush of Alum Bridge, Lewis County, West Virginia. 
Sarah married Morgan Wymer of Crawford, West Virginia. 

In this family of twelve children were two daughters of 
remarkable control of avoirdupoise. Charlotte weighed only 
80 pounds and Martha J. her sister weighted 340 pounds. No 
doubt they were the smallest and largest of their 
neighborhood. 

Captain Lewis O'Ferrell was born and reared a Catholic 
but joined the Methodist Episcopal Church South after his 
marriage to Martha Jane Loving. He died 28 December 1875 at 
his home in Rock Cave and was buried at Chestnut Flat 
Cemetery, Lewis County. He was ninety-five years old. 

Tradition has it that Lewis Ferrell was a captain in 
the War of 1812 (thus the use of Captain with his name). 
However, his service record states that he was a private in 
Capt. Stephen Lacey's and Capt. Taw's Virginia militia. He 
enlisted on 1 April 1813 and was discharged 12 October 1813. 
His military record gives his address in 1851-1855 as Upshur 
County, (West) Virginia, and in 1871 as Whiotes Camp (PO 
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Rock Cave), Upshur County. He had listed two pieces of 
bounty land: #44572 -- 80 acres and 50 acres and # 6853 -- 
80 acres and 55 acres. Lewis drew a pension of $12 per 
month for military service until his death. 

Captain O'Ferrell was a blacksmith by trade and is 
said to have been an extra fine workman. 

The name in the beginning was O'Ferrell and was changed 
to Ferrell sometime along the way -- it was Ferrell on his 
service record of 1812. The name of Ferrell is on his 
tombstone and was used by some, if not all, of his children. 

This is what I have been able to discover in my 
research of this family. If anyone has more information or 
just wants to talk to me about what I have, I would love to 
hear from them, My address Box 284, Altamont, IL 62141.

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HE-MENE KA-WAN--THE OLD WOLF 


LUCULLUS VIRGIL McWHORTER

Lucullus Virgil McWhorter, 1860-1944, author of The Border Settlers 
of Northwestern Virginia, West Virginia native, and descendant of West Virginia 
pioneers Henry McWhorter, Jacob Reger, Baron John Brake, William Hurst and John 
Marple, is today the recognized historian of the Nez Perce and Yakima Indians 
of the far Northwest. His books, Hear Me My Chiefs and Yellow Wolf, His Own 
Story, are unique in that they chronicle the Nez Perce War of 1877 from the 
Indian's viewpoint, and are written from notes the author took during the 
months and years he camped and hunted with them, won their confidence, then 
faithfully transcribed their oral history. In so doing, he became a pioneer in 
the field of oral history. These books are now acknowledged to be the primary 
and almost the only source of information about the Nez Perce War of 1877 as 
the Indians remembered it. Indian accuracy was assured by the Indian custom of 


only passing on their oral tradition within the tribe as it was verified by 


other tribal members. 


Lucullus Virgil McWhorter was my Grandfather. He was and still is 
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known to all the family by his Indian nickname of "Big Foot". He was born, tue 
eighth of twelve children, to Dr. John Minion McWhorter and Rosetta Marple 
McWhorter January 29, 1860, in his Great Uncle Tom's log cabin on McKinney's 
Run, a tributary of Hacker's Creek, in Harrison County, then Virginia, now 
West Virginia. He spent his childhood along with his numerous brothers, 
sisters, and cousins on Buckhannon Run, an upper branch of Hacker's Creek in 
Upshur County, West Virginia. This was his Father Dr. John Minion's old home 
place. When I visited it in 1970, the stately frame house and the many 


outbuildings were much as shown in family pictures of the 1890s. 


Of this childhood, the Scottish historian, J. P. MacLean, writes 
in his "To The Reader" in Border Settlers of Northwestern Virginia: "In this 
isolated little valley with six brothers and two sisters, he grew to manhood, 
inheriting all the mountaineer's love of freedom and clan affinity....Four 
months of dreaded winter schooling until twenty-one years of age was all that 
his nature could endure. He chafed at restraint; and his distaste for 
textbooks was surpassed only by his infatuation for some of the poets, Indian 
and pioneer history, traditions and mountain folklore." His fascination for 
the red man's life was so great, MacLean says, that he "prevailed upon his 
little sister to bore his ears", and permitted his hair to grow into "flowing 


locks", 


March 17, 1883, at the age of twenty-three, he married Ardelia 
Adeline Swisher, daughter of George Washington and Mary Boram Swisher. The 
Swishers and the Borams were also of West Virginia pioneer descent. Three 
children were born to Lucullus and Ardelia: Ovid Tullius, 1884, Iris Oresta, 


1886, and Virgil Oneco, 1888, my father. 
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fucullus Virgil became the Junior member of the firm, Dr. J.M. 
McWhorter & Son, Breeders of Devon Cattle, beginning a long and successful 
career in West Virginia, Ohio, and the State of Washington, as a Devon 
cattleman. His greatest interest remained, however, with pioneer history and a 
study of the Indian culture. Despite the demands of the cattle business, he 
managed to find time to collect the stories of early days in West Virginia from 
friends and relatives which would become the basis of his first book, Border 
Settlers of Northwestern Virgnia which would be written after his move to the 
Yakima Valley in the State of Washington, then published in 1915. He also 
assembled a large collection of Indian artifacts which were eventually 
presented to the West Virginia Historical and Antiquarian Society, later called 


the State Archives and History, West Virginia. 


Just a few days before Christmas 1893, and after only ten years of 
marriage, his wife Ardelia died, leaving him a widower with three small 
children. He told me many years later when he was an old man in his eighties 
and I asked him about my Grandmother, "I was fair smitten on Delia". As he 


Spoke, his faded grey blue eyes glowed and softened. 


In 1895 he married again, Miss C. Annie Bowman, with whom he had 
found a common interest in Indian culture. Together with the three children, 
the new family moved in 1897 to Ft. Jefferson, Dark County, Ohio, taking the 
Devon cattle with them and relocating on a new farm. Here he did business as 


the senior member of L. V. MeWhorter & Sons, Savona, Ohio. 


In 1902, he auctioned off the Ohio farm, loaded the Devon on 
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railroad car s, and the family moved once more, almost three thousand miles, 
to the Yakima Valley in the State of Washington. The Yakima Valley lay in the 
heart of the still unfenced grassland ranges of the far West and here L. V. 
McWhorter & Sons introduced the first registered Devon cattle into the Pacife 
Northwest, This herd became the progenitor of the Devon cattle of the 
Northwest. These Devon cattle were shown at the State Fairs in Washington, in 
California, and at the Lewis and Clark Exposition in Portland, Oregon in 1905. 
At the Lewis and Clark Exposition L. V. McWhorter & Sons' Devon Bull, “Royal 
Somerset", took the prize as the "The First Premium Champion and Grand 


Champion". 


Even more important than the bunch grass ranges of the Yakima 
Valley to my grandfather, though, when he contemplated his move to the West was 
the proximity to the Indians, whe still roamed the Yakima Valley, their 
ancestral home . Big Foot. as I will now call him, quickly made friends with 
the Yakimas, and itinerant Nez Perce, including Yellow Wolf, a surviving 
warrior of the Nez Perce War, whose story he would later recount in Yellow 
Wolf, His Own Story. He permitted the Indians to overwinter their horses on 
the riverside pasture of his new farm. He befriended them, helping them in 
numerous ways in their relations with the whites. He studied their ways and 
listened to their stories. In 1906 he was adopted by the Yakima Indians into 
their tribe with full tribal privileges and given the name of He-Mene Ka-Wan, 
"Old Wolf". In time he was given many other Indian names--Ko-Tah-Wi-Nah, "Rain 
Falling from Passing Clouds; Show-Paw-Tan, "Owl", and Hal-Ish-Hosah, to name a 


few. He became a Blood Brother of the Nez Perce tribe. 


By 1906 he was collecting tribal lore in earnest and was especially 
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fascinated with the stories of the surviving warriors of the Nez Perce War of 


1877. 


During these years, Big Foot became a familiar figure on the still 
brick-paved streets of the little frontier town of Yakima. Wearing the 
Indian's large flat-brimmed felt hat, a fringed buckskin jacket, and Indian 
beaded gauntlets, he clattered along the red brick streets riding a spirited 
and mean (my father told me) white horse named Ukut-Och-Ise, Wild Eye. It was 
Wild Eye, also, he rode on his spectacular 48-hour night and day non~stop ride 
over the Yakima Indian reservation to warn the uninformed Yakimas not to sign 
an agreement with the government promoted by unscrupulous whites which would 
have deprived them of treaty land and water rights. Big Foot's own story of 


this affair is chonicled in his pamphlet, The Crime Against the Yakimas. 


After eight years on his Yakima cattle ranch, about 1912, Big Foot 
took the final step which would enable him to devote the rest of the years of 
his life (of which many remained) to his heart's interest--the Indians, and 
Particularly the ways in which he believed they had been wrongfully treated by 
the United States government. He was a minority rights activist, long before 
his time. He would do this by making the Indians a part of his extended 
family, by camping and living with them, advising and helping them in their 
struggles with the government, but most of all by listening to them, and 
constantly recording the field notes from which he would write Yellow Wolf, 
and his long field history of the Nez Perce Indian war, Hear Me My Chiefs. He 
disposed of his ranch, his Devon cattle operation, and built a commodious frame 
house, together with a barn--probably for Wild Eye--on West Yakima Avenue, then 


on the western outskirts of what was then known as North Yakima. This house 
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still stands today at 1408 West Yakima Avenue. 


To this home he happily retired, and with his faithful Annie taking 
in boarders and renting rooms, his years of camping and living with the 
Indians, then returning home to write began in earnest. His two sons were now 
embarked on their own careers, and his daughter married. Tragedy came again 
when this daughter, who had helped him with the clerical part of his writing 
died suddenly in 1916 She was thirty years old--the exact age her own Mother, 
Ardelia, had been at the time of her also sudden death twenty-three years 
before. Big Foot's reaction was to plunge himself ever more deeply into his 


Indian research and writing. 


As a part of his research, with the surviving warriors as guides, 
he retraced the long route of th Nez Perce Indian retreat from Oregon to 
Canada, marking each battlefield. One retracing did not suffice. Between 1927 
and 1936 he made probably four of these expeditions, never quailing from the 


fact that he was now a man in his middle seventies. 


Big Foot never forgot West Virginia. He once described himself as a 
"homesick Monongahelan". In his back yard he reproduced the grape arbors and 


planted the West Virginia paw paw trees he remembered from his childhood. 


In appearance Big Foot's Scottish heritage was apparent in his six 
foot two muscular build. His hair was dark in his youth, white in old age, his 
eyes large and grey blue, with ever a }int of sadness. He inherited also the 
McWhorter Roman nose, strong features, and Scottish ruddy complexion. When he 


was older he wore his white hair shoulder length. He had a strong sense of 
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propriety in his dress--and is often shown in pictures with the Indians wearing 
@ traditional suit and tie, when not in his Western boots and fringed jacket. 
Despite this traditional dress, there was always about him the air of the 
inidviidualist--his  sattleman's Stetson hat which he trimme:l with an Indian 
feather, his Indian arrowhead tie stickpin--sometimes an Indian turquoise 
ring. He vas slow spoken and mild of manner unless his sense of justice was 
aroused, He was a man of absolute integrity of character, his personal 
standards of the highest. He neither smoked nor used alcohol. My Grandfather 
Big Foot was at once a somantic and aa activist and always an individua‘ist who 


devoted his life to the cause of th2 Indians. 


One golden October day in 1944 we laid the O.d Wolf to rest in the 
Qld Section of the Tahoma Cametery in Yakina, Washington. Jidians were his 
pall bearers. More Indians followed the funeral procession to the ceatery. He 


had lived eight-four eventful years. 


Before his death, he was listed in "Who's Who" among North American 
authors. He served as a Curator of the Washington State Historical Society. In 


this capacity he was instrumental in the placing of historical markers 


through‘tout the Northwest. 


In 1942 he was awardid the “Certificate of Merit” by Washington 


Stace University, which eulogized vim for “scholarsiip and monumental wirk in 


research", 


He was an adopted member vf the Yakima Zndiaa Nation, aid «a Blood 


Brother to the Nez Perce, 
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In 1946, his papers and library were presented to Washington 

fallverzers, Weeningtent 
State University, 4 Catalogued as The L. V. McWhorter Papers, they are in 
constant use by researchers. The larger portion of his extensive collection of 
Indian artifacts was also presented to Washington State University, with a 


second, less extensive portion to the Larson Gallery of the Yakima Valley 


Junior College in Yakima, Washington. 


More recently, he is the subject of a doctoral dissertation Voice 


of the Old Wolf: Lucullus Virgil McWhorter and the Nez Perce Indians", by 


Steven R, Evans, Washington State University.

Taylor Townsend of Bath County, VA, married Miss 
Elizabeth MacAvoy. They had two sons, Charles and Robert 
Hamil. Robert Hamil or R.H. was our grandfather. He was 
born 28 April 1828 in Bath County, VA, and died 13 January 
1916 in Clarksburg, W.Va., at the age of 87 years, 8 months 
and 16 days. He was living with his youngest daughter, Mrs. 
Nellie Watson, in Clarksburg; and, while crossing a street, 
he fell in front of a car and was fatally injured. He lived 
only a few days. Burial was in Hamrick Cemetery, Webster 
Springs, Webster County, West Virginia. 

He came from Bath County to Lewis County, now West 
Virginia, where he met Rebecca Bennett, the daughter of 
David and Jane (Stuart) Bennett. (See additional information 
at the end of this story.) They were married 12 September 
1849. In 1872 they moved from Lewis County to Nicholas 
County where they had a farm. Ten years Tater, in 1882, 
they sold their farm and moved to Addison, now known as 
Webster Springs. 

They operated a hotel during summer months. The House 
was full of tourists who came by wagon over narrow mountain 
roads to drink and take baths in the Salt Sulpher Water. In 
later years, a narrow guage railroad was built from Holly 
Junction up Elk River over the mountains to Webster Springs; 
by that time there were six hotels in Webster Springs. 

Rebecca (Bennett) Townsend was born 16 July 1829 in 
Lewis County. She died 12 October 1897. 

Jane Stuart, a Scots lass, ran away from Scotland with 
her brother to keep from marrying a man she didn't love but 
whom her parents were forcing her to marry. 

David and Jane (Stuart) Bennett had daughters: Rebecca; 
Abigail m a man by name of Carper from Beverly, Randolph 
County, WV; Virginia m Crickard from Beverly; 
Margaret ma Holt; and, dane who never married. David's and 
Jane's sons were James and Johnathen. 

James Bennett was a soldier in the Civil War. On his 
way home from the war a bushwhacker shot him within three 
miles of his home. 

Johnathen Bennett, when about forty years old, came to 
Webster Springs to visit his sister, Rebecca, and her 
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family. He liked the town and bought a large lot where he 
built a large hotel named the Oakland Hotel which became 
famous for the delicious food, clean bedrooms and its 
surroundings. 

He married Mrs. Eva Miller whose first husband, George 
Miller, had died from typhoid. Mrs. Miller had four 
daughters who helped their mother at the hotel until they 
were old enough to marry. 

Leanore Miller married Dr. S. P. Allen; Margaret 
married lawyer William Woodell; Evalina married Fred Curry, 
a grandson of Grandfather and Grandmother Townsend. Nina, 
the youngest girl, stayed with her mother as long as she ran 
the hotel which was a few years after Johnathen passed away 
from a heart attack. 

My grandparents had seventeen children. They were the 
following: 


71° Elizabeth “Bess" Townsend, born 11 June 1852 and died 
September 1909, married Isaac Curry. Their children were 
Robert who was killed by a train and Edward "Ed" who was a 
famous chef in hotels in Clarksburg and Webster Springs. 


12° Mary Townsend, a twin to Nettie, died when about 
sixteen years old. 


13® Nettie Townsend married Claude Bell of Summersville, 
Nicholas County. Their daughter Gertrude married Bantz 
Woodzell of Webster Springs. Two younger members of the 
family were Isaac and Paul. 


14® Eliza Rebecca Townsend, b 3 Feb 1854, was never 
married. She was a nurse and spent most of her time in 
Randolph County with her aunts, Abigail Carper and Virginia 
Crickard. 


15° Rebecca Jane Townsend, the second of two daughters in 
this family named Rebecca for their mother, was born 7 Sep 
1855 and died 4 Sep 1861 at the age of six years. 


§36° Taylor Townsend was born 8 Sep 1856 and died 30 Sep 
1887 of typhoid fever in Webster Springs. He was buried in 
the Townsend plot in the cemetery by the old Methodist 
Church on the hill. Taylor married Margaret Kessler. Their 
children were Dyer, William, Bruce and one girl, Pet, who 
married a man by the name of Mefford from Ohio. 


17° Virginia Townsend was born 20 Aug 1858 and died in 
February 1897. She married a Weston, Lewis County man, 
William Kessler, a brother of Taylor Townsend's wife, 
Margaret Kessler Townsend. Virginia's and William's

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children were Mary, Rebecca, Alice, and Frank. 


78° William D. Townsend was born 20 Dec 1859 and died 14 
June 19006. He lived for years in Elkins, Randolph County, 
WV, where he worked in the railroad repair shop. He married 
Fannie Henry. They had no children. 


39° Robert L. Townsend, born 29 Apr 1861, died in 
Washington, D.C., and was buried in Arlington Cemetery. He 
married Florence May Randolph from Salem, WV; she is a 
cousin to Senator Jenning Randolph. They had two girls, 
Lillie and Jessie, Robert worked several years in the 
Congressional Library in D.C. 


710° Sarah Margaret "Mag" Townsend who was born 20 Dec 1862 
died in Florida, no date given. When she was sixty years 
old, she married her brother-in-law, Isaac Curry. Her 
sister Elizabeth had died two years before after a fall in 
the family home in Webster Springs. 


G711°© Laura May Townsend born 30-April 1865 died 6 Oct 1930. 
When she was eighteen years old, she married Dr. Arden Bryan 
from Buckhannon, Upshur County, WV. They were divorced 
before thelr son, Arden Carl, was born. In 1892, Laura May 
married Samuel L. Skidmore of Newville, Braxton County. 

They had six children: Bertha, Mary, Abby, Lyde, Duffy and 
Lillian "Tommy." 


V12© Abigail C. Townsend was born in December 1866. She 
married Sampson Hamrick of Bernardstown, Webster County. 
They had seven children: Clarence, Raleigh, Gay, Grace, 
Harry, Effie and Ruth. 


713° Lillie S. Townsend was born in February 1868 and died 
28 Sep 1887. She never married. 


914° Nellie B. Townsend was born 6 Oct 1870 and died in 
January 1950. She married Brooks Watson from Upshur County 
and lived in Clarksburg for years. He was a carpenter and 
built numerous homes in the area. They were the parents of 
Frank, Sam, Robert who drowned when eight years old in the 
Elk River below Webster Springs, Anna, Margaret, John, 
Blanche, and Florence. 


715° and 916° James Townsend and John Townsend, twins, were 
still born 11 October 1872. 


§717® Charles Townsend was the youngest child of Robert H. 


and Rebecca (Bennett) Townsend. Charles married Bel! Bender 
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of Hacker Valley, Webster County, in 1897. Their children 
were: John, Charles Robert; Jessie, Ruth who married Ernie 
Hamrick and lived in Arizona, and Harry. Belle died and 


Charles remarried in 1912. His second wife was Carrie 
Miller. Charles and Carrie had two children, Marion and 
Emma . 


Additional Information: 

David Bennett, born 24 November 1799 in Pendleton 
County, was the son of William Bennett (18 September 
1775/North Fork of South Branch - 1 March 1857/near 
Walkersville, Lewis County, now WV) and Rebecca McCally (21 
October 1776/Pendleton County, now WV - 5 April 1820/Lewis 
County). 

William Bennett and Rebecca were married 4 August 1794 
in Pendleton County. William was the son of Joseph and 
Hannah Bennett; Rebecca was the daughter of James and 
Catherine (Watson) McCally. William is buried in Longpoint 
Cemetery at Walkersville; Rebecca may be buried there 
(unproven). 

William Bennett was an early settler in Collins 
Settlement and operated a mill at what is now Walkersville 
but was then called Bennett's Mills. 

Other children of William and Rebecca (McCally) Bennett 
were: Rachel, b 31 Mar 1795, w/o David Alkire; Phoebe (3/23 
May 1797/Pendleton County - 3 Jan 1875) m James Keith, a 
nephew of John Hacker; David; Margaret, b 8 July 1801, m 
Robert McCray 20 Jul 1817 in Lewis County; James, b 24 Dec 
1802, m Matilda Clark, a g.g. granddaughter of Abraham 
Clark, a delegate to the Second Continental Congress and a 
signer of the Declaration of Independence; Joseph (1 Apr 
1805 - 4 Dec 1880) 1/m Mary Coleman, 2/m Elizabeth Louden, 
2/3 Sarah Perkins Kincaid; Hannah (1 Apr 1805 - 19 Jan 1866) 
m 13 Jan 1829 John Anderson; Elizabeth, b 20 Feb 1807, w/o 
James Sprigg; William, dr., (26 Dec 1808 - 12 May 1882) m 
Jane Rickett; Rebecca, b 20 Sep 1810, m John Fletcher Holt; 
Abigail Collins, b 3 Jul 1812, m Matthew Holt; and Jonathan 
McCally (4 Oct 1814/Collins Settlement - 28 Oct 1887/Weston, 
Lewis Co) m Margaret Elizabeth Jackson. 

Numerous leaders in local, state and national history 
have descended from this family. 

Jonathan McCally Bennett, youngest sibling of David, 
was the first mayor or Weston, brought the first bank and 
printing press to town, and helped finance the first 
railroad between Weston and Clarksburg. He was also 
instrumental in bringing the State Hospital for the Insance 
(Weston State Hospital) to Weston. During the Civil War, he 
was Treasurer of the Confederacy and his picture appeared on 
the Virginia $5 bill.

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JOHN HACKER, THE PIONEER, AND HIS FAMILY 
Continued from HCd Vol. X, Iss. 2 
by Joy Gregoire Gilchrist 


John and Margaret (Sleeth) Hacker were the parents of 
eleven children: Mary Ann (1), William, John, Sarah 
"Sally", Margaret Sleeth, Jonathan, Alexander, Elizabeth, 
Absalom, Thomas Sleeth, and Mary Ann (II). The families of 
Mary Ann (I) and William were reviewed in issue 2 of this 
volume. This issue begins with John. 


3. John Hacker, the third child and second eldest son 
of John and Margaret (Sleeth) Hacker, was born 17 Jan 1772 
at the beginning of what was known as "the starving year" 
along the frontier. 

In the two years since the Hackers had come to what we 
know as Lewis County, West Virginia, numerous families had 
joined them along the banks of Hacker's Creek and the West 
Fork River. Among them were Robert Lowther who settled near 
the mouth of Hacker's Creek. His son William chose land that 
now includes the Industrial Park at Jane Lew; Jesse Hughes 
and his wife, Grace Tanner, built their cabin within a 700 
feet of the present-day Wilderness Inn; John Sleeth was on 
one side of John Hacker, the pioneer; William Hacker, John's 
brother, was on the other; and, many other clalms were 
established throughout the area. (1) 

Beginning in 1773 families started coming to the West 
Fork River valleys without first establishing a claim and 
planting a crop. They loaded their possessions on a pack 
horse and walked from the South Branch. The influx of new 
people placed a strain on the food supplies of those who had 
come before and were it not for the efforts of William 
Lowther who "roamed amidst danger and alarm, killing 
venison, elks, Buffalo and Bear" many would have died of 
hunger. (2) 

John Hacker, the child, was born either at Bush's Fort 
or at the family homestead along the banks of Hacker's 
Creek. Some stories say that once John Hacker settled on 
his homestead, the family never left even in times of Indian 
activity except for one time when the entire settlement was 
deserted (1778) (3); yet others, including "The Hacker 
Records" written by William Hacker, the grandson of the 
Pioneer and the son of this John, claim that at least 
portions of the family would leave and "fort up." 

During the year preceeding John's birth, L772, there 
was some Indian trouble - the murder of the Stroud family on 
the Elk River in what is now Braxton County, West Virginia, 
and the supposed rebuttal by a few scouts against the 
Indians at Bulltown. (4) 

John, regardless of the exact place of his birth, grew 
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up along the banks of Hacker's Creek. Like other boys of 
the community, he probably helped his father about the farm, 
learned his lessons at his mother's knee and attended the 
Methodist class meetings held from time to time in the 
community. And, as he grew to adulthood, he courted "Mary" 
Susanna Smith, born 18 Sep 1778, probably on the South 
Branch of the Potomac (5), daughter of David and Lydia 
(Ball) Smith, who had moved to the Hacker's Creek settlement 
from Hardy County in late 1786 or early 1787 (6) (7) and 
purchased seventy acres of land from George Arnold in 
February 1787. (8) Susanna's brother, Caleb, became a close 
friend. 

On 29 March 1796 John and Susanna were married. The 
marriage, recorded in Randolph County Marriage Book 1, Page 
5, was performed by Joseph Cheaveront. 

According to "The Hacker Records," the Hacker's Creek 
community had broken up due to Indian troubles and some of 
the family had moved east of the mountains for safety. Thus, 
John and Susanna were married, or‘at least had the licensed 
issued, in Randolph County rather than Harrison County. 

After things were more settled and the treaty of 
Greenville, Ohio, was signed, they moved back to Hacker's 
Creek. It should also be remembered that the head of the 
Hacker household, John Hacker, the pioneer, was absent 
during this time because he was attending the Greenville 
Treaty negotiations with John Waggoner and Jacob Cozad in an 
attempt to secure release of three children of Waggoner and 
Cozad who had been captured in separate raids in 1792 and 
1794 respectively. (9) 

In a deed recorded in Deed Book 3, page 102, Harrison 
County, on 20 March 1797, not quite a year after he was 
married, "John Hacker Jur." purchased from his parents 150 
acres "of John Hackers Settlement Survey" for the small sum 
of five shillings. William, his elder brother, had 
purchased another portion of the family homestead on 23 
April 1794 for the same sum and had the deed recorded in 
Harrison County Deed Book 1, page 501. The small amount 
paid made the transaction a sale, rather than a gift. 

Of the nine children born to John and Susanna, four 
were born on Hacker's Creek on their farm. They were 
David, Ann (Nancy), Jonathan, and John. 

About the year 1805, John and his older brother, 
William, had an argument over polities that resulted ina 
break in family ties. John was on the Federalist's side, for 
John Adams; William on the Republican side, for Thomas 
Jefferson. The argument was heated and the brothers 
resorted to fisticuffs. 

Their father stepped in and separated them and 
suggested they caim themselves. 

Young John replied that he wasn't about to forget their 
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disagreement, that William was overbearing and lorded it 
over his younger brothers and sisters, and that, as school 
teacher, William talked to everyone as if they were his 
school pupils. 

John continued that he was going to take his family and 
leave Hacker's Creek and go to Ohio and get his own farm 
where he wouldn't have to breath the same air as his brother 
William. 

His father, who wanted to keep his children around him, 
said that if John left he would be disinherited. "So be 
it," said John. (10) 

John did pack and departed Hacker's Creek with his 
family and several others from the community, including 
David and Lydia (Ball) Smith (Susanna's parents) and all 
their children except for David, Jr., who was married to 
Sarah Hacker. In time, five more Hacker children would 
follow John west. His sisters, Margaret and Elizabeth, and 
their husbands, Peter and Nenry Hardman, left for Ohio a 
couple of years later (11); and, his brothers, Absalom, 
Alexander, and Thomas Sleeth, followed much later. (One 
wonders if this argument was just the easiest way for John 
to break the ties that held him to his parents?) 

The migrating families traveled overland; their route 
took them to the Ohio River above present-day Parkersburg, 
West Virginia, where they crossed to Marietta, then tho 
Chillicothe, and finally to Greene County, Ohio. 

Broke and unlanded, because he had not yet sold his 
Property in (West) Virginia, John agreed to share on land 
owned by Andrew Reed two or three miles east of Fairfield 
(now Fairborn). (12) Two more children, Jonas and 
Elizabeth, were born here. (13) 

In 1808, John and Susannah sold their farm back in 
(West) Virginia to Samuel Bonnett. Perhaps it was the sale 
of this property that, in 1809, for John, along with David 
Sleeth and Caleb Smith to move north to Campaign County and 
settle on the Big Darby Plains (now Montgomery County, 
Ohio). Here William Hacker, the chronicler of "The Hacker 
Records" was born in 1810. Shortly thereafter, Indians 
began to raise trouble again, so all the settlers in the 
area returned to Greene County. 

In October 1812 the United States declared war against 
Britain. When Hull surrendered at Detroit, John promptly 
enlisted to fight against the Indians and the British. He 
fought all over Ohio; however, he must have been home on 
furlough in February of 1813 for his wife, Susannah, gave 
birth to a son Thomas on 21 October 1813. (14) Just two 
weeks before, on 5 October 1813, John fought in the Battle 
of the Thames, the battle which claimed the life of the 
Shawnee chief, Tecumseh. 

During John's absence, his eldest son David took over 
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as head of the household. (15) 

John returned home after the Battle of the Thames. In 
1815 he went to the Land Office in Cincinnati and purehased 
a one-fourth section of iand ten miles west of the Mad River 
(about ten miles north of Dayton) near the north line of 
Montgomery County. In the same year, Susannah was with 
child. On 16 February 1816, Susannah delivered the child, 
Sarah, and five days later died, probably as a result of the 
ehildbirth. She was buried on the family farm in Montgomery 
County. (16) 

The oldest daughter, sixteen year old Anna (Naney) took 
over as mother to her younger brothers and sisters, 
including the new baby. She had the responsibility of this 
Ohio frontier household for two years, until John remarried 
in 1818 to Susan, Cragell or Craygell, ae sister-in-law of 
Andrew Reed, John's mentor when he came to Ohio in 1805. 

When John brought his new wife home, the older boys 
began to drift away. Susan did as well as could be 
expected, but she did not have the strength of mind and 
force of eharacter to qualify her for the position of mother 
to the family of children into whieh she had now entered. 
Unfortunately, she suffered from hereditary insanity (she 
claimed to be related to all the famous people in the waortd) 
which began to manifest itself five or six years after sh» 
and John were married. : 

By 1833 when John sold his farm on Big Darby Piains and 
moved his wife and three younger children to Shelby County, 
Indiana, where others from the family had located, the older 
children were all married. John purchased a farm two miles 
north of Marion on the Big Blue River. He died 15 October 
1834 of asiatie cholera at the age of sixty-two years. He 
was buried in the Marion Cemetery in Shelby County, Ohio. 
When Susan died three years laters, after being cared for by 
her step-children, she was probably interred beside him. 

(17) However, John's tombstone incorrectly indicates that 
Susannah is also buried here.

Others buried in the same cemetery near to John include 
David Smith, hls first father-in-law, Anna "Nancy" (Smith) 
Sleeth, wife of Alexander Sleeth, Evaline (Sleeth) Hacker, 
wife of John's younger brother Thomas. 

Children of John Hacker (1773-1834) and Mary Susannah 
Smith (1778-1816) were (18): 


1A. David Hacker, b 24 July 1797 on Hacker's Creek, 
Harrison County (Lewis County, West Virginia) was named for 
his maternal grandfather, David Smith. On 20 May 1824 in 
Ohio, he married Catherine Gile. They were the parents of 
at least four children: James, b ca 1826; Elizabeth, b ca 
1829; John W., b ca 1838; and, Francis A., b ca 1843. The 
family moved to lowa at a date unknown. 

David's death on 20 Jun 1863 in the Soldiers Hospital 
at St. Louis, Missouri, was the result of typhoid fever 
contracted while serving the 37th lowa Volunteer Infanty, 
the famous "Graybeard Regiment." 

This regiment, composed of 915 men all safely past the 
upper military age limit of forty-five years, was recruited 
in lowa during the Civil War by special arrangement to show 
that there were plenty of draft-proof citizens perfectly 
willing to go to war. The 37th was enlisted for the full 
three years and eventually it campaigned in Missouri, 
Tennessee, and Mississippi. Only a few of its detachments 
Saw actual fighting - the total casualty list was only seven 
- but 145 men died of disease, and 364 had to be mustered 
out of service for physical disability; but when the unit 
was mustered out in May 1865, more than thirteen hundred 
sons and grandsons of members of the regiment were in the 
Federal military service. (19)

4A. John Hacker, born 12 January 1804 on Hacker's 
Creek, was named for his father and grandfather. On 26 Apr 
1827 in Preble County, Ohio, he married Mary Gile. They 
were the parents of three daughters: Sarah married Robert 
J. Lawrence; Katherine; and, the third daughter's name is 
unknown to this writer. John died 25 November 1850/54? in 
Boone County, Indiana. 

5A. Jonas Hacker was the first of this immediate family 
to be born in Ohio. The event occurred on 20 April 1806 at 
Fairfield, now Fairborn, Ohio. On 12 Jun 1827 at Troy, 
Ohio, he married Mary Cunningham, by whom two children were 
born: Theodore C. and Francis A. Hacker. Jonas died on 3 
January 1871 in Brownsville, Nebraska. 
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VIRGINIA LAND GRANTS IN PENNSYLVANIA

Washington, Pennsylvania 


Southwestern Pennsylvania was claimed by both Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia at the time of the Revolution. Penn- 
sylvania began giving land prants in 1769. This came to 
an end about 1774, when the dispute with Virginia 
heightened. In 1779 and 1780 Virginie granted land cer- 
tificates to settlers in the disputed territory. Nearly 
830 were granted in what is now Pennsylvania. The cer- 
tificates (mostly for 400 acres) listed the name of the 
applicant, date of certificate, date of settlement and 
location (generally by name of stream). After the 
boundary dispute was settled Pennsylvania resumed land 
grants about 1784, Two types of grants were made: those 
based on Virrinla Certificates, which were honored by 
Pennsylvania if there was no prior claim, and those 
pranted directly based on Pennsylvania claima. 

In 1776 Virrinia had set up three counties: Yohogania, 
north of a line drawn from Follansbee to Washington to 
Rrownaville to Uniontown; Ohio, south of Yohogania and 
west of a line drawn from Washineton slightly southwest; 
and Monongalia,»s south of Yohogania and east of Ohio. in 
erantine certificates to settlers in these counties in 
1779 and 17AO Virrinia required the settlers to list the 
bona fide date of settlement on the land. The original 
list of certificates for Yohogania and Ohio counties is 
preserved at Morgantown in the West Virginia Collection 
at West Virginia University Library. 

The Monongalia list apparently was destroyed by fire 
before 1800. A reconstructed list for the Pennsylvania 
part of Monongalia County has been made from the town- 
ship warrant maps of Greone, Washington and Fayette 
sountlos (4%. F. Horn, The Horn Papers, v. 3 {Waynesburg, 
Pa., Greene County Wistorical Soclety, 1945]). These 
are copies of official stata maps. It has not bean pos- 
sibla to find the dates of settlement for MNonongralia. 
The tracts lying in Washington County, listed by names 
of settlers, dutes of settlement and townshios have been 
published in the ational Cenealorical Society Cuarterl 
v. 45 (1957), np. 132-36.

The 1763-69 grants 
were mostly alons the Monongahela River, althourh five 
were on Chartiers Creek. There was a 1764 tract on 
Grant's Hill and a 1769 tract at Logstown., The large 
nunbers 1n 1774 show the peak of the tide of westward 
movement. For some reason, 1771 was an off-year.

The records were collected and put into typewritten form by Mrs. 
Peatrice Arnold Giffin during 1938. Apparently, Mrs. Giffin was 
@ resident of Upshur County, West Virginia at the time she 
collected these records. 


Fventually the records found their way into the Historical Records 
Section at the University of West Virginia at Morgantown. 


The records were microfilmed at the University of West Virginia 
Library in August 1961 by the Genealogical Society of the Church. 


There are two sources available to anyone who might want to view 
the original typewritten records prepared by Mrs. Giffin. The 

first source is, of course: Colson Hall in the University Library, 
University of West Virginia, at Morgantown. The records will be 
found in: Rox Number 165, Upshur County Historical Records Survey, 
of the West Virginia Collection. The second source is any of the 
Family History Center Branch Libraries, of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, which are conveniently located 
throughout the entire United States. One should look in the 
Genealogical Locality Catalog for Upshur County, West Virginia.
